In 1850 The A tlantic M onthly passed 
int*) th** hands of Ticknor & Fields, the 
junior publisher becoming finally its 
editor. It was a change of much impor­ 
tance to a ll its contributors aud greatly 
affected nay own literary life. 
Low ell 
had been, of course, an appreciative 
and a sympathetic editor, yet Fields had 
the advantage over Low ell of being both 
editor and publisher, so that he had a 
free hand its to paying for articles. The 
prices then paid wore lower than now, 
but were raised steadily, and he first in ­ 
troduced the practice of paying fen*each 
manuscript on acceptance. 
He had a 
virtue which I have never known iii 
any other editor or publisher— that of 
volunteering to advance money on pro­ 
spective articles, yet Co be written, and 
he did this more than once to me. 
I 
have also known him to increase the 
amount paid on finding that an author 
particularly needed the money, especial­ 
ly if it were the case of a woman. 
H is 
sympathy w ith struggling women was 
alw ays very great, and I think he was 
the only one in the early A tlantic circle, 
except W hittier and m yself— w ith Em ­ 
erson also, latterly— who favored wom ­ 
an suff raga 
W ith all his desire to create a staff 
Fields was always eagerly looking out 
for new talent and was ever prompt to 
counsel and encourage. 
He liked, of 
course, to know eminent men, and his 
geese were apt to be swans, yet he was 
able to discrim inate. He organized D ick­ 
ens’ readings, for instance, and went to 
every one of them, yet confessed frank­ 
ly that their pathos was a failure; that 
L ittle N u ll was unreal, and Paul Dorn- 
bey a t iresome creature whose death 
was a relief. 
Fields was really a keen 
judge of character and had his own 
fearless standards. 
I once asked him 
which he liked the better personally, 
Thackeray or Dickens, and he replied, 
after a moment’s reflection, “ Dickens, 
because Thackeray enjoyed telling ques­ 
tionable stories, a thing which Dickens 
never did. ” — Colonel T. W. Higginson 
in Atlantic.

T h e Sun’* T em perature. 
Estim ates of the sun’s temperature 
have ranged from 18,000,000 degrees 
down to 8,000 degrees F. 
A t the Mos­ 
cow observatory Professor Ceraski has 
repeated the old experiment of measur­ 
ing the heat of direct sunlight at the 
focus of a m irror, the m irror in this 
case being very accurately made and 
huving a focal length of about 80 inches. 
The result was 8,500 degrees 
(6,800 
degrees F . ), showing only that the solar 
temperature is greater than this. 
A 
measurement of the heat reflected from 
an arc lamp was then made, the tem­ 
perature in tho focus of the m irror prov­ 
ing to bo only IOO degrees to 105 de­ 
grees C., although the arc itself was 
known to have a temperature of very 
nearly 8,500 degrees. 
From this it is 
argued that tho temperature of tho sun 
must be very much more than 8,600 de­ 
grees, w hile it is believed that this 
method m ay lead to an accurate esti­ 
mate.

The most effective cleansing sub­ 
stance for the containers and wick ap 
paratus consists of ordinary wood ash. 
This has a peculiar effect upon petro­ 
leum, crystal and tither oils of the same 
kind. 
Rub the ashes well all over the 
parts thut require cleaning and polish 
or wipe it off with a clean, soft cloth. 
This is a very simple method anti obvi­ 
ates the use of water, which may prove 
a serious difficulty, especially if the op­ 
erator is not very particular as regards 
th*' drying process. 
This treatment 
should not, however, entirely do away 
with a periodical ladling of the differ­ 
ent parts of the lamp with strong soda, 
but the regular use of wood ash should 
make the washing a last resource aud 
an altogether rare necessity. 
The strictest cleanliness in every de­ 
tail concerning lnm]>H is of the greatest 
importance not, only to insure a good 
light free from smell, hut also as a pre­ 
ventive against danger. 
Odd bits of 
wick allowed to collect anywhen) near 
the dame, for instance, are objection­ 
able from every point of view. 
Lumps that are but rarely u s e d should 
not In* left with the wick to become sat­ 
urated through contact w ith tho oil. 
Th** I test plan is to empty the container, 
clean it as above, dry tho wick if it is 
new, and put it aside in a box, into 
which dust cannot penetrate, till it it 
wanted again. 
For these days, when candles are so 
milch used, it is well lo know that there 
is an art, iii choosing them. They should 
burn brightly, steadily, and without 
flickering, yet at the same time dwin­ 
dle away us slowly as possible. Tho Can­ 
dia that gutters is to bo avoided as ex­ 
travagant and worthless. 
I he hest of 
all are those which are partially hol­ 
lowed out, so that if th** flame is ex­ 
posed to a draft the mein*I wax runs 
down the inside. 
A thin, close wick 
will always burn latter than a thick 
oui*. 
One of the cleverest contrivances 
adapted to candles is a metal automatic 
extinguisher. 
It can be fixed to any re­ 
quired depth of the candil', say one inch, 
more or less, and as soon as that quan­ 
tity has burned away two metal rings 
clos** over ti)*' dame and effectually put 
it out. 
Something of tho kind has al­ 
ready been seen, but tho newer patent 
is inu* h mort* practical, from the very 
fact that it can Im* fixed to any part of 
tho candle instead of being placed in the 
canille holder, for in th** latter case it 
could not act until the illuminant had 
quite burned down, when tho extin­ 
guisher was obviously of doubtful util­ 
ity .—San Francisco Chronicle.

Mr. David Starr Jordan, president of 
the Bering sea commission for 1890, 
aud George Archibald Clark, s**cretary 
to tho commission, say in The Forum: 
Tile male fur sell, or “ beachmaster, ” 
reaches full maturity at the ag*' of 7 
years. At that time his weight is about 
400 to 500 pounds, being considerably 
heavier when first in from tile sea in 
the spring or after feeding in th** fall 
than in the intervening period, when 
be fasts on land and grows gradually 
lean aud weak.

When a letter carrier suddenly and 
unexpectedly pipes his thin, shrill whis­ 
tle up a vibrant hallway and causes me 
to start, it is easy aud natural to say he 
makes me nervous. 
Ami when an ele­ 
vated train, brakes down, approaches a 
station, causing every wheel to scream 
and shriek, it “ sets my teeth on edge,” 
and the charge is instantly filed against 
the railroad company of creating nerv­ 
ous disorders. 
Whereas, the fai ts are I 
was nervous air*1 ady, and th** letter car 
rier’s shrill whistle only demonstrate*! 
it, and if I had not been a sufferer from 
nervousness th*' elevated noises would 
simply have had no effect upon my 
mind whatever. And if I sat down and 
wrote to the newspapers complaining 
against all these manifold noises I 
should only advertise my nervous con­ 
dition to tho whole community. 
I ani aware that I shall run counter 
to the popular theory when I assert 
that noises havo nothing whatever to 
do with nervousness. The nervous per­ 
son will jump higher and quicker wh( u 
silently approached from th** rear, being 
uncxpcetedly confronte*! silently in til*' 
dark, being suddenly touched by some 
one till that moment unseen or unheard, 
or even prove more nervous under con­ 
ditions of absolute silence. 
It eau bo 
easily demonstrated thut a man who 
can sleep like* a babe on the line of the 
elevated road w ill be awakened at tho 
crow of chickens in the country, ami 
yet be unable to sleep at no sounds at 
all. 
The man who is disturbed by the 
noises of th** city is a nervous man who 
would toss all Dighton a sleepless conch 
in the dead quie t of the country. 
The 
only reason there is more nervousness is 
because our mode of life creates nervous­ 
ness. 
We drink mon*, smoke more, eat 
more aud go the pace generally—and 
then lay it on to noises.— New York 
Herald.
